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Letter from Bishop Houghton. 


Chiihsien, Szechwan, 
China. 
13th October, 1939. 
Dear Friends of Western China, 

. This morning I feel as if someone is looking over. my 
shoulder as I write, and saying: “Isn’t it rather useless to 
write to your friends in England just now? When their 
whole world is shaken, the routine of their daily lives com- 
pletely dislocated, the claims of the near-at-hand clamouring 
for attention, do you suppose that they have time or 
thought to give to your remote area? At the best of times 
they could only conceive of your work in vague outlines, 
but now those outlines are hopelessly blurred. For the 
duration of the war you will be forgotten.” 

Thank God, it is not true. God forbid that we should 


grudge the time and strength and money that you give 


to helping our own country in her hour of need. But there 
are many amongst you who, as far as West China is con- 
cerned, will be like Daniel in the hour of danger, praying 
and giving thanks “ before His God as he did aforetime.”’ 
We count on you to pray for this work, and to give thanks 
for it, as you did aforetime. | 

Some of you will just now be reading my letter of 


August 4th. The plans suggested for the autumn’s work 


are in process of being carried out. After a rather hurried 


trip to Nanpu, including confirmations there and 


Sinchenpa, Chowkow and Yingshan, I returned here to 


prepare for the Deanery meetings of September 28th to 
_ 30th. These “deaneries,” consisting of four or more pas- 
‘torates each, have recently been revived. Their chief pur- 


pose is to stimulate the combination of the forces of the 
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various pastorates for special evangelistic efforts and Bible 
Schools. This year the Deanery Evangelistic Band was 
revived, and hopes to begin operations with a ten days’ 


campaign at the great, needy market of Yuan-pa-ih, midway me 
between Tachu and Liangshan. We. also decided that 


month’s Bible School should be held at Tahsien in the 


spring (February or March) for voluntary workers, and it 


was afterwards agreed to hold a similar school in Paoning. 
We very much hope that the Rev. Marcus Cheng will be 
free to conduct these schools. Their aim is the perfecting 
of these voluntary leaders “ unto the work of eo 
for the edifying of the body of Christ.” 

Thirteen clergy, including Bishop Ku and myself, were 
present here on Sunday, October Ist, for the ordination of 
Mr. N. C. Pateman (who is my Secretary, Diocesan 
Treasurer, and a worker on the staff here in Chiihsien) 
and Mr. T. E. Lloyd of Pachung. Both hail from Leicester. 
and came to China in 1933. 

For three days, October 2nd to 4th, the Standing Com- 
mittee (which on this occasion consisted of seven Chinese. 
the Rev. K. G. Bevan, Mr. Pateman—as Treasurer—and 
myself) met and wrestled with questions of the location 
and training of workers, and of finance. For some years 


our Training College in Paoning has been closed. Now — 
there seems a prospect of the founding of a strong, inter- 


denominational, evangelical Bible Institute in West 
Szechwan. There is a Chinese proverb that “ when the 
melon is ripe, it will fall,” or, to state the same fact more 
scripturally, God has a “set time ” for the carrying out of 


His plans. Apart from ourselves and other members of 


the C.I.M., Archdeacon and Mrs. Donnithorne in our sister 


diocese have. been burdened with the need of such an 


Institute, to be staffed by men and women true to the Word 


of God, and believing in the Holy Ghost. It would be | 


_ tedious to add a request for prayer to all the paragraphs 
of this letter, but there is no project which more urgently 
requires your prayer-backing than this. Students from this 
diocese would probably come to Paoning later for special 
preparation for ordination. 

As to finance, we tried not to shirk the facts. It had 
been the hope of the C.I.M. that our pastorates would be 
_ self-supporting by this time, as far as the Chinese workers’ 
salaries are concerned, but at present the churches are find-

ing only about two-thirds of the amount required, and in 
several pastorates there is no ordained Chinese and no 
woman worker. Meanwhile the Mission grant is being 
diminished year by year, while the increased cost of living 
seems to call for a higher rate of salary. It seems to me 
that there are three lines along which we should pray. 
(1) That our present church members may learn more 
fully the joy of sacrificial giving. (2) That the Lord may 
add to all the churches much larger numbers of men and 
women who are being saved. (3) But answered prayer in 
these two aspects would not quickly solve the problem. 
In the annual report of a missionary society for 1938, I read 


recently of an annual grant, “a large part of which goes 


to maintain the Church in areas which seem unlikely to be 
self-supporting within any measurable period.” That, I 
fear, is the true position of some of our pastorates. The 
report continues: “They need partial éndowment, not annual | 


grants.” If this partial endowment were forthcoming, then 


as the churches grew they would be free to raise the 


_ salaries of the clergy and other workers, and to spend more 


money on evangelistic work. In order to avoid the perils of 
local endowments administered by church members without © 
the requisite capacity or who are not immune from tempta- 


- tions to misappropriate the funds, these endowments would 


be invested by a central body—a sort of Eastern Szechwan 
Queen Ann’s Bounty ! So I soberly reckoned up the capital 
sum which would seem to be required at the present rates 
of exchange and of interest on Shanghai investments. It 

works out at about £3,000, and I believe the Lord would | 
have us pray that from His resources, through His stewards, 
some such sum may be forthcoming. (Never, surely, was 
there a more inappropriate moment to mention our need, 


but we are dealing with One Who not only makes wars to 


cease in all the world, but enables His servants to sing: 


“Though war should rise in this will I be confident.”’) 


In a few days’ time my wife and I leave for a forty 
days’ itinerary, which includes Liangshan, Wanhsien and 
Fengkieh, three of: the cities which are suffering so cruelly 
from air raids. In January it may be necessary for me — 


to visit Shanghai for an important meeting of the C.I.M. 


China Council. 
We have always recognised that your interest in West 


_ China and your prayers for us create a reciprocal obliga-

tion on our part to pray for you. You would like to hear 
our Chinese Christians remembering their English fellow- 
believers just now. May God use these days of tragedy 
- to strengthen the prayer-link between us!

Message from Bishop Song. 


The mails from West China seem to be very uncertain © 
at present; and this probably accounts for the fact that no 
letter for this issue of the “ Bulletin” has been received 
from Bishop Song. The following extract is from a letter 
which he wrote recently to the Rev. H. A. Maxwell:—_ 

‘““ Now a European War has actually started again. I 
heard Mr. Chamberlain’s speech and your King’s speech on 
Sunday night, 3rd inst., at 11 o’clock and 12 o'clock; they 
were both grand and touching. I am so glad that England 
is again putting herself out to fight against invasion and 
barbarity. May the Lord bless her in her efforts and 
sacrifice, that victory will be hers and that she will be used 
in God’s hands as an instrument of turning ‘ might is 
right’ into ‘right is might’ for this world. At the same 
time may I assure you of my deepest feelings at this time. — 

“I shall be most grateful to you if you will make copies 
of the above paragraph and send them on to our West 
China friends in England in my name. We shall daily 
pray for you and hope you will be protected by God’s 
mercy, and that you will be enabled to play a great part 
In this struggle for righteousness.” 


News from the Stations. 
Day 1. Tanishan. | 
Work at the Orphanage goes on as usual. In spite of 
a dry spell at the end of the summer, there is a good harvest, 


and there is enough rice from the farm to last for five 
months. Three of the best students have just entered the

Women’s School at Mienyang, and another is in the hospital 
at Paoning, seeking to gain a little experience in nursing. 
Some of the girls have gone out with Miss Carpenter on 
preaching trips, and are a great — in teaching the women. 


Day 3. Ilung. 
Mr. and Mrs. Liu are having a certain amount of en- 


<ouragement in the work at this centre, and one or two 
inquirers are coming regularly for teaching. Miss Sanderson 
and Miss Carpenter went to Ilung for a short Bible School 
for women at the end of September, and the women seemed 
most eager to learn. Those connected with the church are 
illiterate, but they seem keen to learn to read. 7 


Day 4. Kwangyuan. | 
Two distant mountain Christian homes were visited in 


August and September. A Bible School in the first was 
much appreciated. The second, Li-Chia-Pa, is a place of 
dense darkness. Please pray for such. Numbers of opium 
addicts are seeking help in abandoning the habit; please 
pray for this work. 

Day 5. Pachung (Pachow). : 

During August a campaign for children was held in 
the city, led by Miss Wallis, of Futsunyi. About fifty 
children attended, some of whom were members of the 
Sunday School, and some had no connection with the 
church. The effort seemed so successful that it is hoped 
to repeat it next year (D.V.). An evangelistic band was 
formed which took part in preaching, book-selling and 
tract distribution at a big idolatrous festival sixty li from 
_ Pachow. The same band has also spent several days at an > 

out-station near Pachow, where services were held for the | 
local Christians, and preaching at nearby markets was 
undertaken. Please pray for all those who have been 
- Interested through this work. 


Day 6. Nanpu. | 
Church life has been much as usual during the last 


three months, except that air raid warnings have been res- 
ponsible for some of the Christians taking refuge in the 
country, thus reducing the number of Sunday worshippers. 
Miss A. Warin is resident at this centre now, and thus more 
attention is being paid to the needs of the women. The 
Sunday School re-opened after the holidays with a member- 
ship of fifty children. A local Christian girl—trained at 
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Chengtu for spiritual work—is at present in charge. Work 
amongst the young men and women of the church is con- 
tinuing through the “ Vineyard ” organisation. Nanpu has 
always seemed too remote to feel any effects from the war, 
yet apart from the air raid warnings mentioned above, 
there are now a ‘few refugees from other provinces in the 
town. One in particular is showing great keenness in bring- 
ing acquaintances to church, and another who comes from | | 
Manchuria attends when he has leave. | | 


Futsunyi. A Training Class for Voluntary Leaders was. 
held here from October 11th to 16th inclusive, with fourteer 
-men in attendance. Seven places where services are ee 
larly held were represented. The programme was a full 
one, and by way of practical work, some of the men took 
it in turns to lead morning prayers for the company. The 
evening sessions were given up to free discussions on 
Regeneration, Judgment, the Lord’s Second Coming, and 
kindred topics, and several freely expressed their views, 
thereby giving workers a helpful insight into their minds. 
Please continue to pray for these country leaders, and for 
: the churches in which they work. 
Day 7. Yingshan. 
| Since last writing for the “ Bulletin, * four people have 
been received as catechumen, four have been baptised and © 
nineteen confirmed. Please pray that new inquirers, both 
men and women, may be added. Chowkow is visited regu- 
larly each month from sae by either Miss Warren or 
the Biblewoman. | 


Day 8. Nanchung. 

The work of the station has been considerably in- 
terrupted recently by constant air alarms. Twice during 
Pastor Ts’ai’s special meetings the alarm went, and the 
people too, thus reducing the number who attended to three 
or four who elected to stay on and talk with Mr. Ts’ai. 
Some of the believers have removed to the country. Please 
pray that they may bear a faithful witness to the Lord 
Jesus, and go everywhere preaching the Word. We have 
recently lost by death the Church Treasurer, Mr. Wang 
Han-hsi, a faithful believer. He had a real experience of 
conversion and had grown to love the Word of God. 
Owing to poor eyesight he had bought a large-type pulpit 
Bible, and rejoiced to read it. He was most regular in his 


attendance at worship, and scarcely ever missed any of 
the week-night meetings. May the Lord give us more such 
men. The school and dispensary work have continued in 
spite of the air alarms, though numbers have been reduced. — 
considerably. Miss Schrdéder has paid several visits to 
country places. 


Day 9. Kwangan. 

Archdeacon and Mrs. G. T. Desitein have left for 
furlough, and have visited Australia, where they have 
been staying with the Archbishop of Sydney and Mrs. 
Mowill, before returning to England. In their absence, Mr. 
E. B. Davis and Mr. J. Mulrenan have been stationed 
in Kwangan. The former has been ill with typhoid fever, 
‘ and although recovered from that under the care of Dr. 
Armstrong (summoned from Paoning to attend him), had a 
very bad throat so that Dr. Armstrong wanted to send him 
to Chungking for X-ray examination. In the meantime, 
Mr. Mulrenan, who had nursed him, had also become ill, 
- with a high temperature. Prayer is asked for the complete 
recovery of these workers. Air raid warnings are frequent. . 


Day 10. Yochih. | | 

In a letter written some months ‘neti ‘Mr. Davis 
said: “Leslie Crockett, who organises Diocesan work 
among children and young people, travelled back with me 
to Yochih after the District Workers’ Conference. We 
stopped a few days at Kwaninkoh and then at Taishihch’ang 
- in the attempt to get Sunday Schools started in these two 
places. In Kwanyinkoh we got together two teachers and 
about seventeen scholars, enough to begin with. At 
Taishihch’ang numbers were slightly larger. We were en- 
couraged by the response given, and ask prayer that their 
keenness may be kept up. We were not able to do any- | 
thing constructive in Kwangan and Yochih, partly’ for 
lack of workers and partly for lack of interest among the 


“I think our missionary ‘prayer ought sheave to in- 
- clude mention of those who are in authority (I. Tim. t1., 2). 
It is easy to forget them, but we should remember that 
indirectly it makes no small difference to our work if the 
local magistrates are good men, especially in regard to 
efforts in country evangelism. -Yochih recently had an 
excellent Governor; I do not know what his successor is 


like. It would need the united efforts of three strong 
zble men to free the B.C.M.S. district of bandits and put 
things into good working order.” Mr. Davis suggests three 
other special subjects for prayer: (1) The urgent need for 


~ revival among the old Christians; (2) the need of the young © 


people. “ The two Sunday Schools started . . . should have 
a real prayer backing. Others ought to be started as soon 


as possible.” (3) The necessity for closer fellowship among 


the Christians. “I think perhaps regular, sectional Bible 
Schools for men, women, boys and girls in turn, at a 
given centre, would lift many out of their rut and give 


them that refreshing which they continually need if they 
are to maintain their lonely witness in the face of un- 


restrained heathenism.” 
Day 12. Chiihsien. 


Towards the end of September Pastor Ts’ai intend | 


special meetings in this centre, and about thirty people 


from the country came into the city. Please pray that, in 


the city work, new men inquirers may be added. Work 
among young people gives some cause for encouragement: 


please pray that many may truly be brought to Jesus 


Christ. 


Day 13. Tachu. — 

The Rev. <2. W. Ellison has now moved to Chiihsien. 
and the Rev. and Mrs. W. H. C. Simmonds have returned 
from furlough, arriving in Tachu on September 15th. Work 
at the outstation of Cheo-chia-ch’ang still goes on well. 
During October Mrs. Simmonds and four Christian women 
spent a week there, and were greatly encouraged by the 
response to the Message. It is hoped to hold a Bible 
School and D.V.B.S. next February (just after the Chinese 
New Year). Mr. Robert is back again at the station, after 
superintending building work at Wusheng. 


Day 14. Tahsien. | 
During the summer there were one or two aaa 

activities. First of all, at the summer bungalow near the 

city we had a sort of house-party for some of our Chinese 


_. fellow-workers and ourselves, and I think we can all look 


back on this time with happy recollections, especially of 
three Quiet Days in the middle. During July and August 
the opium-breaking voluntary workers led a campaign at 
Hsia-pa-kow, especially for those who had accepted the 


Gospel message at the mission held there by Misses Wang 
and Lo of the Diocesan Women’s Evangelistic Band in 
May. It was well worth while; all those who had been 


sincere broke off. Later on in August a further opium- 


breaking campaign was held by others at Aikow, the new 
centre in Suanhan county, when all but one broke off 
the use of the drug. At this place the new believers are 
trying to get hold of part of a house in the country as a 
permanent place of meeting. At recent deanery meetings 
in Chiihsien it was arranged to hold a month’s training class 
for voluntary leaders in this centre for the whole deanery 
in February of next year. Please pray that this important 
work may be done. The local voluntary lay ministers 
play a very important part in the work. It is hoped too in 


_ January to have a Mission for young people led by the 


Rev. Ts’ai Fuh-ts’u, if conditions _— 


Day 16. Liangshan. 


Please pray for work in the “ New Market.” There is 
hope that the seed sown by Mr. Liu there some years ago 


‘may bring forth fruit, for there is a real spirit of inquiry. 
Mrs. Robinson and Miss Barber have been to Ma-chia- 
‘ch’ang, and prayer is asked for the place, which seems cold. 


and dead. The Deanery Evangelistic Band visited 


‘Yuan-pa-ih during November. Please pray for the seed 
‘sown there. It is hoped to give a report of the meetings in 
the next issue of the “ Bulletin.”” There was a severe raid 


at Liangshan on the night of September 28th, and God 
again protected His people. | 


Day 17. Kathsien. 
During August, a Boys’ Cine on the hills was held. 


. The daily programme consisted mainly of Scripture talks 


and English lessons. All the campers (there were a few 
girls too) gave testimonies at the end, one being from a 
Roman Catholic girl who said she came with much 
prejudice against the Gospel Hall, but left with that 
prejudice removed. One mark of God’s protecting care 
over the children to be recorded was when a large tree 
fell within a few feet of them during a severe storm, smash- 
ing the roof of an unoccupied bedroom and of the kitchen. 


Day 18. Wanhsien. 
In spite of air raids and constant alarms, the work in 


this centre has been carried on as usual. There is a splendid 


| 
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attendance at the Sunday services, the majority of the wor- 
shippers being from down river. The Sunday morning 
service is followed by a special evangelistic service for 
those refugees who are living in the church shelter and who. 
are not Christians. About one hundred people attend this. 
service. The hospitals are being regularly visited and 


several of the wounded have shown interest in the Gospel. 


All of them are very willing to listen and to accept tracts. © 
Seed is being sown now which ts bound to bear fruit later. 
The visitation of the hospitals proves to the men that the 


church is really interested in them. 
Day 19. Fengkieh. 


The city has been bombed several times, and alarms 


have been hatefully frequent. Owing to conditions, Mr. 
Marcus Cheng was not able to hold his meetings at 


Fengkieh, but they were held at Yiinanch’ang instead. 
During the latest air raid on Fengkieh, towards the end 
of October, the church was damaged, but full details have: 


not yet been received. 


Day 24. Anhsien. | 

The Middle School has now been transferred here 
from Mienyang. The Church property has been repaired 
and is large enough to house the girls; and the local govern- 
ment has kindly lent, free of charge, an old factory for the 
schoolrooms and boys’ dormitory; so that the whole school 
is now comfortably established and hard at work. The Rev. 
Douglas Sargent writes: “I have just spent about three 
weeks there and am delighted with the spirit of the place. 
The new Principal (Mr. John Song from Peiping) and staff : 
are working very happily together.” 


Day 25. Mienchu. — 
Evangelistic work in homes has been encouraging. A 
house is visited every week and the occupants do all they 


can to help. Six people have been received as catechumen, 


fourteen baptised and eleven confirmed recently, and others 


_are now being prepared. Mrs. Loh is a great help among: | 


the women and children, and visits one or two country 
churches a week. The workers have been greatly encour- 


-aged by the remarkable increase in giving; for example, 

the Harvest Thanksgiving collections, which are for the 
_ missionary work of the Church, were double the amount 
- given in the previous year, despite the fact that the cost of 
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living is up-Over 100 per cent. This is only one of many 
signs of growth. Mr. Moh-Hsii-kwang has come to the 
hospital as. evangelist, and to help visit the many country 
churches. A farewell meeting was held for Mr. and Mrs. 
Lin on their departure to Chongkiang to work there, and’ 
the church people escorted them on their way as far as the: 
motor road outside the city. The hospital is playing a 
useful part in helping the medical authorities to take 
necessary precautions against the epidemics which are 
spreading to Szechwan as a result of the war. 


Day 27. Hanchow. 

The four months’ Bible School was attended by over 
thirty students, many of whom came from down-river. 
Many have been greatly changed, and all are now 
* bubbling over with an infectious spirit.” 


Day 30. Chengtu. | 

Mr. Sargent took over responsibility for the work of 
St. John’s Church in Chengtu while Mr. Lutley was away 
during August for a much-needed rest. He had been afraid 
that the recent extension on the end of the church building 
and the addition of a gallery. would spoil the appearance of 
the church: but was delighted to find that “ the new exten- 
sion has decidedly improved the place in looks as well as. 
giving more seating accommodation.” 


Personal Notes. 


Archdeacon and Mrs. Denham have gone to Australia 
on furlough. They were expecting to leave Hongkong for 
England on September 9th, but, owing to the outbreak of 
war, the Archbishop of Sydney invited them to Sydney.. 
They are now helping in that Diocese and also doing 
deputation work. If possible, they may spend the latter 
end of their furlough in England. 

The furloughs of Miss Hilda Wilson and of Mr. and 
Mrs. Phillips were granted to take effect in October or 
November; but subsequently, furloughs were deferred by 
the C.I.M., although several may be able to get away. 


The Rev. and Mrs. Simmonds have arrived back in 
“Tachu; and Mr. Roberts was also returning there. 


The Rev. C. 5 Ellison has been transferred | to 
Chiihsien. 


The Rev. Sir Montagu Beauchamp, Bart., died at 
Paoning on October 26th, and an obituary notice appears 
below. 


The Rev. Douglas Sargent had been bitin to leave 
Chengtu in November for furlough; but C.M.S. has also 
asked missionaries to defer furloughs for the present, so he 
is not returning yet. 


The Rey. F. A. Smalley has accepted a locum tenency 
at Oxford; and will be taking up his appointment as 
Principal of St. Michael’s School, Limpsfield, in the coming 
autumn. | 


The Rev. H. A. Maxwell has accepted a locum tenency 
at Hallingbury (Bishop’s Stortford) and hopes to take up 
his new work early in January; but he and Mrs. Maxwell 
‘still hope it may be possible:for them to return to West 
China some time during the year. 


In Memoriam. 


The nae call, at Paoning on October 26th, 1939, of 

the Rev. Sir Montagu Proctor-Beauchamp, marks the pass- — 
ing of another stalwart of pioneering days in Western 
China, for he went out as long ago as 1885 as one of the 
famous “ Cambridge Seven ” who had volunteered for work 
in the China Inland Mission and had stirred England and 
Scotland by their consecrated enthusiasm. Mr. Beauchamp, 
as he then was, went first to the Province of Shansi for 
language study and in the following year to Szechwan. 
where he joined the Rev. (afterwards Bishop) W. W. 
Cassels at Paoning and began a ministry in Western China 
which lasted for about 35 years. 


He had a special gift for itinerant evangelism, and 
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became a well-known figure as, wearing Chinese dress and’ 
living on Chinese food, he moved about from one village 
or market town to another bringing the simple message 
of the Gospel to many who otherwise might never have 
heard it. Most of his work was done in the open air, 
tramping along beside some loaded coolie, sitting in a 
_teashop or wayside inn to talk to those enjoying brief rest 
and refreshment, or using a large sheet tract to draw a 
crowd in the street to listen, and afterwards distributing 
Gospels or Scripture portions to those who could read and 
were willing to pay three “cash” (about one-tenth of a 
penny) for a precious “book.” 


When age and increasing deafness made necessary his 
retirement from active service overseas, Sir Montagu gave 
himself untiringly to the work of telling people at home of 
the needs and opportunities in his beloved China, and many 
will remember his stirring appeals in different parts of the 
country. It was a great joy to him to be able to revisit 
Szechwan in 1929, when he made a tour of many of the 
country places so well known to him, and again during 
recent months. In a letter written just before starting for 
the great Missionary Conference at Tambaram, Madras, | 
which he attended in December, 1938, on his way out to > 
_China, he looked forward with great delight to the prospect 
of spending his 80th birthday in Szechwan; and God has 
surely granted him his heart’s desire in allowing his home- 
call to come and his body to be laid to rest in the very 
place where his ministry for China began so many years 
ago, and among the people whom he so loved and for whose 
salvation he had spent his life. | - 


His passing brings a sense of real loss to all who 
knew and loved him; and special sympathy will be felt for 
_ Lady Beauchamp and for his son, Dr. Ivor Beauchamp (in 
charge of the Paoning Hospital) with whom he was staying 
when he died. 


The D.A.W.C. has suffered another loss in the death, 
on July 30th last, of Mrs. A. L. Shaw, who, for a number 
of years past, has acted as its Local Honorary Secretary in 
Canada, and to whom a debt of gratitude is owed for all 
that she did to foster interest in the Western China work 
among subscribers there. Much ‘men will be felt with 


her husband. 
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Prayer Meetings. 


In present circumstances, it ides not seem right to sk 
_ people to attend an afternoon Prayer Meeting in Central 
‘London, particularly as darkness falis before they could 
‘get back to their homes. Will friends kindly note, there- 
fore, that the usual D.A.W.C. monthly Prayer Meetings 
will not be held until further notice? The need for prayer 
for the work is as urgent as ever it was; and it is hoped 
that all our friends will do their best to set aside some 
special time for this ministry, and that those who can will
